End of the Three M onth’s Advance to the 
R elief o f the Besieged Tow n—Garrison 
In Good Spirits Hut Badly Ravaged by 
Disease and W ounds. 


LONDON, March I*—Special— 
It is officially announced this 
afternoon that Ladysmith has 
been relieved.

PERSONAL NEWS. 


The war department has just made 
public a dispatch from Baller, dated at 
that place, stating: that the relief col­ 
umn has at last raised the siege, after j $ein and thence by the west to Pretoria, 
one last desperate rally by the besieging 
Boers, who have drawn off to the north, 
preparatory to defending the entrance 
into the Transvaal through the Draken- 
berg range. 


The list of British losses has not yet 
been announced, bat it is not believed 
to have been so large as was feared the 


price of Ladysmith’s relief woald be. 


The news of the relief 
was dis­ 


counted by the announcement in these 
dispatches yesterday stating that Boller 
hoped to enter the town last night or 
today. Press dispatches now arriving 
from the lately beleaguered city state 
that they found the defending garrison 
in dreadful plight, bot overjoyed at 


their relief. 
The non-combatants suf­ 
fered worst. The ravages of disease 
caused by bad water and the unhealthy 
situation in the cooped np town were 
visible on all hands. 
The spirit of the 
garrison, however, is described as bar 
ing been excellent, which is best borne 
oat by the magnificent defense made. 
The earlier disasters which led to the 
siege of Ladysmith and the subsequent 
reverses of Bailer’s forces in attempting 
the relief are more than compensated in 
military glory by the stanch defense 
made by the force nuder Sir George 


White. 
Following as closely upon French’s 
relief of Kimberley and Roberts’ victory 
over Oronje, which marked the tnrning 
point in the war, English enthusiasm 
over the successful advance on Lady­ 
smith has not been so wildly demonstra­ 


tive as might have been expected. 
The 
success of French and Roberts showed 
the English people that the situation 
was now well in hand and Ladysmith’s 
relief, which a month ago would have 
been welcomed with frantic delight, 
was received with stoical confidence as 
if it were but an incident in the list of 
British victories expected from now on. 
Of coarse the lighter element indulged 
in the customary ebullition of noisy 
transporObut the great mass of the 
public take it as stated. 
The British 
march to Pretoria is now regarded as 


only a matter of time. The average 
Englishman may tell yon that of course 
there’ll be some fighting but really it 


will not amount to much. 
Bobs aud 
Kicthener are there and are held to be 
invincible. 
The war party is in the 
saddle and the peace advocates have 


taken to the woods. 
Ladysmith has been besieged since 
November 2. 
Baller took command 


October 2. 
The Boers invaded Natal 
October 12. 
The British, under Gen­ 
eral Penn Symons, advanced to meet 
them, and were repulsed October 20 at 
Glencoe, Symons being killed.

been explored, although it has been as­ 
certained that the descent is kTadual 
gad about WK) feet 
Several miles from the first sink the 
gtream comes forth from the side of a 
HIU aud, after running on the surface 
a mile or more, again sinks. 
By saw­ 
dust and wooden ball tests it has 
been ascertained th at another stream 
which rushes from the side of a bluff 
eight miles distant in altogether an 
other section of the country is a con­ 
tinuation of Lost river. 
This disap­ 
pears In another sink, runs through an 
■ndergro'iDd passage a mile or more 
to length 
and 
finally empties into 
White river. 
It 
Is 
claimed 
the 
subterranean 
streams do not follow a single channel, 
but that the entire section Is honey­ 
combed by a complex system of mains 
and leads. 
Lost river was evidently a surface 
stream thousands of years ago. There 
Is a well defined, deep rock bed leading 
from sink hole to sink, and in freshet 
season, when the volume of w ater be­ 
comes too great for the subterranean 
passageways to carry, the overflow fol­ 
lows the old river bed and joins the 
subterranean stream s a t the “rises.” 
The old surface course Is overgrown 
with trees and briers and some of 
these indicate that the surface course 
has not been used for a t least cen­ 
turies. 
Another evidence of its long 
habit of following underground sinks 
is shown by the mound builders’ earth­ 
works thrown up at various points 
where the river sinks away. 
Some of 
these 
mouuds are 
the finest found 
north of the Ohio river. 
Of the surface tributaries to Lost riv­ 
er the most rem arkable is known as 
Stamper creek, 
which gushes forth 
from the sides of a bluff near Millers 
burg. 
It has a ram pant little current 
which carries everything with it to a 
sink hole a mile distant. No one knows 
exactly where it comes out. but some 
claim it makes its appearance at Spring 
Mills, 
six 
miles south. 
Bere Lick 
creek bursts out of the base of a hill. 
Just in the rear of the mill. 
Farther 
down stream Lick creek sinks away 
from view’, and then comes up and 
flows to New Prospect, where it ernp 
ties into Lost river. 
There are several other surface feed­ 
ers which are quite as freakish. 
Near 
them are found caverns through which 
subterranean stream s flow. 
They are 
filled with eyeless fishes and w ater ani­ 
mals. 
In some the stream s have a 
swift current aud are evidently part of 
the Lost river system. At certain points 
in the county the surface bas caved in 
Bod shows Lost river running under­ 
ground to tile depth of IOO feet. How 
the water is again elevated to the sur­ 
face is not known. 
The passageways 
are through white rock, worn smooth 
aud white by the water. 
Those who have made a study of the 
subterranean stream s of Indiana and 
Kentucky have advanced the theory 
that away indow the surface of In­ 
diana--in al least the southern portion 
-there is a secondary great system of 
waterways uud subterranean rivers. 
®°uie geologists of note have coneur- 
^ 
in this theory. 
It is known that 
Boob streams do exist in the extreme 
Boutberu section. 
W yandotte and otb- 
er caves owe their origin to these 
^uis. 
Some years ago a subter­ 
ranean stream was found running un­ 
der Bush county, alm ost 70 miles 
northeast.

MONEY TO LOAN 


LONDON, March I.—Special— 
It is officially announced this 
afternoon that Ladysmith has 
been relieved. 


The war department has just made 
pnblic a dispatch from Boller, dated at 
that place, stating that the relief col­ 
umn has at last raised the siege, after 
one last desperate rally by the besieging 
Boers, who have drawn off to the north, 
preparatory to defending the entrance 
into the Transvaal through the Draken- 
berg range. 


The list of British losses has not yet 
been annonnced, bot it is not believed 
to have been so large as was feared the 
price of Ladysmith’s relief woald be. 


The news of the relief was dis­ 
counted by the announcement in these 
dispatches yesterday stating that Boller 
hoped to enter the town last night or 
today. Presa dispatches now arriving 
from the lately beleaguered city state 
that they found the defending garrison 
in dreadful plight, but overjoyed at 
their relief. The non-combatants suf­ 
fered worst. The ravages of disease 
caused by bad water and the unhealthy 
situation in the cooped op town were 
visible on all hands. The spirit of the 
garrison, however, is described as haw 
ing been excellent, which is best borne 
oat by the magnificent defense made. 
The earlier disasters which led to the 
siege of Ladysmith and the subsequent 
reverses of Bailer’s forces in attempting 
the relief are more than compensated in 
military glory by the stanch defense 
made by the force under Sir George 
White. 
Following as closely upon French’s 
relief of Kimberley and Roberts* victory 
over Orouje, which marked the taming 
point in the war, English enthusiasm 
over the successful advance on Lady 
smith has not been so wildly demonstra 
tive as might have been expected. The 
success of French and Roberts showed 
the English people that the situation 
was now well in hand and Ladysmith’s 
relief, which a month ago would have 
b^en welcomed with frantic delight, 
was received with stoical confidence as 
if it were but an incident in the list of 
British victories expected from now on. 
Of oonrse the lighter element indulged 
in the customary ebullition of noisy 
transport^but the great mass of the 
public take it as stated. The British 
march to Pretoria is now regarded as 
only a matter of time. The average 
Englishman may tell you that of course 
there’ll be some fighting but really it 
will not amount to much. Bobs aud 
Kicthener are there and are held to be 
invincible. The war party is in the 
saddle aud the peace advocates have 
taken to the woods. 
Ladysmith has been besieged since 
November 2. 
Buller took command 
October 2. 
The Boers invaded Natal 
October 12. The British, under Gen­ 
eral Penn Symons, advanced to meet 
them, and were repulsed October 20 at 
Glencoe, Symons being killed. 
Next 


day the Gloucestershire regiment, part 
of the Dublin Fusiliers and a battery 
were captured by the Boers. White’s 
force then retired upon Ladysmith and 
were closed up by the Boers. Boller, 
advancing to their relief, was defeated 
at Colenso November 15, eighteen miles 
from Ladysmith. Later he crossed the 
Tugela three times, and was driven 
back each time. Two weeks ago he 
tried a new plan, and the diversion 
oansed by Roberts’ advance in the west 
drew off a large part of the enemy be­ 
fore Ladysmith, allowing Baller to pro­ 
ceed. The cantare of Pieter’s hill by 
the 
Inniskilling 
Fusiliers 
Tuesday 
opened ap the way at last, and the relief 
column went through last night. It is 
likely Boller will now advance into the 
Transvaal by Laing’s nek pass, or at 
at least make an attempt to do so. keep­ 
ing the force under Jonbert occupied 
while Roberts advances on Bloemfon­ 
tein and thence by the west to Pretoria.

m anifests Its 
strange disposition through the north- 
trn and eastern sections of Orange 
*ounty, Ind. 
The river, parent of ail 
smaller ones, gushes from a bluff in 
Washington 
county, a stream with 
strong current which carries every­ 
thing before IL It runs in well delined 
hanks for several miles and then sud­ 
denly disappears. 
Near 
Orleans 
it 
sinks into 
a 
great cavernous hole 
which might very readily be taken as 
the entrance to the lower regions and 
from which the river gained its sec­ 
ondary name, the river Styx. 
The 
sink is black and unfathom able and 
even in the driest season has never 
been explored, although it has been as­ 
certained that the descent is vTaduai 
and about 590 feet 
Several miles from the first sink the 
stream comes forth from the side of a 
hill aud, after running on the surface 
a mile or more, again sinks. 
By saw ­ 
dust and wooden ball tests it has 
been ascertained th at another stream 
which rushes from the side of a bluff 
eight railes distant In altogether an 
ether section of the country is a con 
tinuation of Lost river. 
This disap­ 
pears in another sink, runs through an 
■ndergro’ind passage a mile or more 
In length 
and 
finally empties into 
White river. 
It 
is 
claimed 
the 
subterranean 
streams do not follow a single channel, 
but that the entire section is honey­ 
combed by a complex system of mains 
and leads. 
Lost river was evidently a surface 
stream thousands of years ago. There 
Is a well defined, deep rock bed leading 
from sink bole to sink, and In freshet 
season, when the volume of w ater be­ 
comes too great for the subterranean 
passageways to carry, the overflow fol­ 
lows the old river bed and joins the 
subterranean stream s a t the “rises.” 
The old surface course is overgrown 
with trees and briers and some of 
these indicate that the surface course 
has not been used for at least cen­ 
turies. 
Another evidence of its long 
habit of following underground sinks 
is shown by the mound builders' earth­ 
works thrown up at various points 
where the river sinks away. 
Some of 
these mouuds are the finest found 
north of the Ohio river. 
Of the surface tributaries to Lost riv­ 
er the most rem arkable is known as 
Stamper creek, which gushes forth 
from the sides of a bluff near Millers­ 
burg. 
It bas a ram pant little current 
which carries everything with it to a 
sink hole a mile distanL No one knows 
exactly where it comes ouL hut some 
claim it makes its appearance at Spring 
Mills, six 
miles south. 
Here Lick 
creek bursts out of the base of a hill. 
Just in the rear of the mill. 
Farther 
down stream Lick creek sinks away 
from view’, and then comes up and 
flows to New Prospect, where it ernp 
ties into Lost river. 
There are several other surface feed 
prs which are ijulte as freakish. 
Near 
them are found caverns through which 
subterranean stream s How. 
They are 
filled with eyeless fishes and w ater ani 
mala. 
Id some the stream s have a 
swift current and are evidently part of 
the Lost river system. At certain points 
in the county the surface has caved in 
and shows Lost river running under­ 
ground to the depth of IOO feet. How 
the water is again elevated to the sur­ 
face la not known. 
The passageways 
are through white rock. worn smooth 
and white by the waster. 
Those who have made a study of the 
•ubterraueau stream s of Indiana and 
kentucky have advanced the theory 
that away below tbe surface of In­ 
diana-in at least the southern portion 
-there Is a secondary great system of 
waterways and subterranean rivers. 
Some geologists of note have concur- 
^ 
to this theory. 
It is known that 
inch streams do exist In the extreme 
southern section. 
W yandotte and otb 
caves owe their origin to these 
streams 
Some years ago a subter­ 
ranean stream was found ruuniug un­ 
der Rush county, alm ost 70 miles 
northeast. 
The w ater can be beard 
^ r in g through the passageways and 
times the course seems to be over* 
toted, 
it evidently flows a great dia- 
6Qce from the uoivbeast and probably 
its source in the Si. Lawrence 
Vfcr system. At Anglish a flood re­ 


sulted in the discovery or anom er lost 
river 
A new cavern was opened by 
tbe w ater iu Crawford county. 
The attractiveness of Lost river aud 
its tributaries is eubauced greatly by 
tbe weird, wild 
scenery of 
Orange 
county 
There is uo section of the 
state where t Lit* sceuery is more strik­ 
ing aud diversified. 
Near the mouth of the river are the 
famous West Baden aud French Lick 
springs, 
which 
throw off a water 
brackish in taste and green cast in 
toior, which bas become noted over 
|he entire world.—lndiauapolis Press.

MONEY TO LOAN 


LONDON, March 1.—Special— 
It ifl officially announced this 
afternoon that Ladysmith has 
been relieved. 


The war department has just made 
pnblic a dispatch from Buller, dated at 
that place, stating: that the relief col­ 
umn has at last raised the sie g e , after 
one last desperate rally by the besieging 
Boers, who have drawn off to the north, 
preparatory to defending the entrance 
into the Transvaal through the Drakeu- 
berg range. 


The list of British losses has not yet 
been annoanced, bat it is not believed 
to have been so large as was feared the 
price of Ladysmith’s relief woald be. 


The news of the relief 
was dis­ 
counted by the announcement in these 
dispatchos yesterday stating that Buller 
hoped to enter the town last night or 
today. 
Press dispatches now arriving 
from the lately beleaguered city state 
that they found the defending garrison 
in dreadful plight, but overjoyed at 
their relief. 
The non-oombatants suf­ 
fered worst. The ravages of disease 
ansed by bad water and the unhealthy 
situation in the cooped up town were 
visible on all hands. 
The spirit of the 
garrison, however, is described as hav­ 
ing been excellent, which is best borne 
out bv the magnificent defense made. 
The earlier disasters which led to the 
siege of Ladysmith and the subsequent 
reverses of Bailer’s forces in attempting 
the relief are more than compensated in 
military glory by the stanch defense 
made by the force under Sir George 
White. 
Following as closely upon French’s 
relief of Kimberley and Roberts’ victory 
over Oronje, which marked the turning 
point in the war, English enthusiasm 
over the successful advance on Lady­ 
smith das not been so wildly demonstra­ 
tive as might have been expected. 
The 
success of French and Rwbert* showed 
the English people that the situation 
was now well in hand and Ladysmith’s 
relief, which a month ago would have 
b*en welcomed with frantic delight, 
was received with stoical confidence as 
if it were but an inoident in the list of 
British victories expected from now on. 
Of oourse the lighter element indulged 
in the customary ebullition of noisy 
transport^! but the great mass of the 
public take it as stated. 
The British 
march to Pretoria is now regarded as 
only a matter of time. The average 
Englishman may tell you that of course 
there'll be some fighting but really it 
will not amount to much. 
Bobs and 
Kicthener are there and are held to be 
iorincible. 
The war party ia in the 
saddle and the peace advocates have 


taken to the woods. 
Ladysmith has been besieged since 
November 3. 
Buller took command 
October 8. 
The Boers invaded Natal 
October 12. 
The British, under Gen­ 
eral Penn Symons, advanced to meet 
them, and were repulsed October 30 at 
Glenooe, Symons being killed. 
Next 


day the Gloucestershire regiment, part 
of the Dublin Fusiliers and a battery 
were captured by the Boers. 
White’s 
force then retired upon Ladysmith and 
were closed up by the Boers. 
Buller, 
advancing to their relief, was defeated 
at Colenso November 1ft, eighteen miles 
from Ladysmith. 
Later he crossed the 
Tugela three times, and was driven 
back each time. Two weeks ago he 
tried a new plan, and the diversion 
caused by Roberts’ advance in the west 
drew off a large part of the enemy be­ 
fore Ladysmith, allowing Buller to pro­ 
ceed. 
The capture of Pieter’s hill by 
the 
Inniskilliug 
Fusiliers 
Tuesday 
opened up the way at last, and the relief 
column went through last night. 
It is 
likely Boiler will now advance into the 
Transvaal by Laing’s nek pass, or at 
at least make an attempt to do so. keep­ 
ing the force under Joubert occupied 
while Roberts advances on Bloemfon­ 
tein and thence by the west to Pretoria.

It runs In well delined 
tanks for several miles and then sud 
dculy disappears.

Orleans 
It 
giuks into 
a 
great cavernous hole 
which might very readily be takeu as 
the eotrauce to the lower regions and 
from which the river gained its sec­ 
ondary name, the river Styx. 
The 
sink is black aud unfathomable and 
even In the driest season has never 
been explored, although it has been a s ­ 
certained that the descent is , Tadual 
and about 590 feet 
Several miles from the first sink the 
stream comes forth from the side of a 
bill and, after running on the surface 
a mile or more, again sinks. 
By saw' 
dust and 
wooden 
ball tests It has 
been ascertained that another stream 
which rushes from the side of a bluff 
eight miles distant In altogether an 
other section of the country is a con­ 
tinuation of Lost river. 
This disap­ 
pears in another sink, runs through an 
aoderground passage a mile or more 
to length 
and 
finally empties Into 
White river 
It 
Is 
claimed 
the 
subterranean 
streams do not follow a single channel, 
but that the entire section Is honey­ 
combed by a complex system of mains 
and leads. 
Lost rivtr was evidently a surface 
stream thousands of years ago. 
There 
la a well defined, deep rock bed leading 
from sink bole to sink, and In freshet 
season, when the volume of water be­ 
comes too great for the subterranean 
passageways to carry, the overflow fol­ 
lows the old river bed aud Joins the 
subterranean stream s at the “ rises.” 
The old surface course Is overgrown 
with trees and briers and some of 
these Indicate lhat the surface course 
has uot been used for at least cen­ 
turies. 
Another evidence of its long 
habit of following underground sinks 
Is shown by the mound builders’ earth 
works thrown up at various points 
where the river siuks away. 
Some of 
these 
inouuds 
are 
the finest found 
north of the Ohio river. 
Of the surface tributaries to Lost rlv 
er the most remarkable Is kuowu as 
Stamper creek, 
which gushes forth 
from the sides of a bluff uear Millers 
burg. 
It has a rampant little current 
which carries everything with It to a 
■ink hole a mile distant. No one knows 
exactly where It comes out, hut some 
claim it makes its appearance at Spring 
Mills, 
six 
miles 
south. 
Uere Lick 
creek bursts out of the base of a bill. 
Just In the rear of the mill. 
Farther 
down stream Lick creek sinks away 
from view, aud then comes up and 
bows to New Prospect, where it euip 
ties Into Lost river. 
There are several other surface feed­ 
ers which are quite a s freakish. 
Near 
them are found caverns through which 
•ubterraiieuu stream s How. 
They are 
filled with eyeless fishes aud water ani 
mnls. 
lu some the stream s have a 
swift current and are evidently part of 
the Lost river system. At certain points
